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WASHINGTON (AP) - The sex 
hormones that an estimated five 
million American women take to 
relieve the symptoms of menopause 
must carry stronger health warnings, 
the Food and Drug Administration 
says. 


The FDA, in an order issued Mon­ 
day, said new labels directed at 
physicians prescribing estrogen must 
be printed and distributed within the 
next 60 days. 


But the FDA said it wants to hear 
from the public before it orders other 
new labels that would explain estrogen 
risks in plain language for women who 
take the hormones. 
Estrogens for women too old to bear 
children “are valuable drugs. They 
are needed when the symptoms of the 
‘change of life’ become severe. The 
FDA’s purpose is to keep these drugs 
on the market but to reduce overuse 
and 
m isuse,” 
Commissioner 
Alexander M. Schmidt said in a 
statement. 
“Because these drugs can cause 
harm as well as good and because they 
are different from many other drugs in 
that they are given to otherwise 
healthy women undergoing the natural 
process of menopause," he said, “the 
FDA believes it essential that women 
be informed and that they decide for 
themselves if the risks are worth the 
benefits.” 
The proposed warnings for users of 
estrogen note that it is estimated that 
more than half of all women un­ 
dergoing menopause experience only 


mild symptoms or none at all from 
“the change of life” and therefore 
should not take the hormone. 
Schmidt had told a Senate sub­ 
committee last Jan. 21 that labeling 
changes were imminent. In early 
March, the agency summarized the 
changes in a drug bulletin seftt to 
700,000 doctors and other health 
professionals. 
The FDA said it will seek public 
comment during the next 60 days on 
proposals to direct new labeling at 
patients. New labels directed at 
physicians emphasize that women 
taking estrogens for more than a year 
run a higher risk of cancer of the lining 
of the uterus and that estrogens have 
been associated with birth defects. 
The FDA said physicians should 
examine patients who take estrogens 
at least once every six months, and 
that they should never prescribe estro­ 
gens for pregnant women. Estrogens 
also should not be given to women with 
breast or uterine cancer, undiagnosed 
abnormal vaginal bleeding, clotting in 
the legs or lungs, heart disease, angina 
chest pains or a stroke, the directions 
warn. 
The FDA said estrogens have not 
been shown 
effective in treating 
nervousness, keeping the skin soft or 
helping women “feel young” during 
menopause, and should not be pre­ 
scribed for those purposes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration is concerned that two 
proposals in Congress may antagonize 
Saudi Arabia, an American ally in the 
Middle East and the largest foreign 
supplier of oil to the United States. 
Administration officials, while 
warning that acts against Saudi 
Arabia could lead to higher world oil 
prices, denied a report that Saudi 
Arabia has threatened the United 
States with a new oil embargo. Saudi 
Arabia has over the past few years 
been a force for moderation in oil price 
increases. 
The two sources of potential 
irritation are steps to halt Ford ad­ 
ministration plans to sell 650 Maverick 
air-to-surface m issiles to Saudi 
Arabia, and moves to penalize 
American firms that honor the Arab 
boycott of Israel.

Shipments 
Under W ay 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Merrell- 
National Laboratories, the largest 
producer of the new swine flu vaccine, 
said it will begin shipping the first 4.5 
million doses today for distribution in 
21 states. 
Frederick D. Lamb, Merrell’s vice 
president and counsel, said 12.5 million 
doses of the vaccine will be shipped by 
Friday to the 50 states and four posses­ 
sions from the Cincinnati plant. 
Merrell is a division of Richardson- 
Merrell Inc. 
Lamb said Merrell has contracted to 
produce 40 per cent of the vaccine. He 
said he did not know the schedule for 
shipping to individual states. That is to 
be handled by the National Center for 
Disease Control at Atlanta, Ga. 
Lamb said that more than half the 
first 12.5 million doses will be the 
monovalent vaccine, which will be 
given to persons between the ages of 18 
and 60. The remainder will be bivalent 
vaccine, for persons older than 60 and 
those which chronic lung, heart, 
kidney and metabolic diseases. 
Children will not be innoculated 
under the current program, Lamb 
said. 
Merrell anticipates delivering more 
than 60 million doses by early next 
year in shipment of about six million 
doses every week to IO days, Lamb 
said. 
IJamb said 470,000 doses would be 
delivered at Columbus, Ohio Friday 
for distribution around the state. Cin­ 
cinnati’s innoculation program begins 
Oct. 7.

The House has passed a bill that 
would supply the money for research 
aimed at finding ways to use wastes 
that now burden most municipal 
governments. The bill now needs Sen­ 
ate approval.

And the gar- 
bageman has just been some guy who 
runs over your trash can twice a week.

widening political rift

United Mine Workers of America was 
increasingly apparent M onday as 
delegates to the union’s constitutional 
convention disagreed on how to or­ 
ganize the West. 
The 1,800 coal miners were split 
down the middle on a proposal to send 
IOO union organizers West of the 
Mississippi in a massive, $3 million 
recruiting drive. They sent the

for the union’s survival.

RECENT news stories have 
announced the withdrawal of the 
American Red Cross from the 
Am erican Association of Blood 
Banks clearing house and have 
indicated that this may cause a 
problem in collecting blood, since 
there will no longer be required 
replacement of blood by patients 
and their fam ilies. .. 
Mrs. Roliff Wolford, Executive 
Director of the local chapter points 
out that these are the rules which 
have always been in effect in 
Pickaway County — no one has ever 
been required to replace or pay for 
blood . . . In October, 1975 the 
Central Olio 
Red Cross Blood 
Center removed all pre-deposit and 
replacement obligations for the 
entire region.. . Since that time the 
Blood P rogram has averaged 
collections of 248 more units each 
month . . . This certainly proves 
that communities can take the 
responsibility for 
providing the 
blood needs of their neighbors . . . 
Of course, it is important that 
people make special efforts to 


bottles. 
Rep. Fred Rooney, D-Pa., who 
managed the garbage bill in the House, 
said one goal would be finding ways to 
use garbage as a source of fuel after 
proper processing and treatment. 
Consider this: The Federal Energy 
A dm inistration said Monday the 
nation’s dependence on foreign oil is 
still increasing, with imports in the 
first six months of the year up by 16.7 
per cent. 
Some energy experts say Americans 
produce in garbage each year a 
potential energy source equivalent to 
290 million barrels of low sulphur fuel 
oil or 5 per cent of current domestic oil 
consumption. 
And they say total 
m unicipal refuse collection could 
generate 6 per cent of the nation’s total 
annual electric production. 
But with $282.5 million at stake there 
should 
be 
lots 
of 
other 
classy 
suggestions about what to do with all 
those em pty m ilk cartons, gum 
wrappers and cigarette butts that 
litter the homestead. 
For instance: 
—How about a new automobile made 
from gnawed chicken bones that runs 
on gas made from carrot tops, potato 
eyes and radish roots. 
—Or fake eyelashes made from all 
that spinach you have to scrape off the 
kids’ plates. 
—Maybe cement made from coffee 
grounds, stale bread crumbs and fruit 
pits. America could have an interstate 
highway system that smells like a 
prune danish. 
—Or how about wearing the latest in 
double-knit suits woven from last 
night’s spaghetti dinner. 
C ars, 
clothes, 
highw ays 
and 
eyelashes made from garbage would 
be cheap, but they also would have 
some obvious drawbacks — a certain 
air about them , you might say. 


BOSTON 
(A P )—T w o-year-old 
Elaine Giffin survived a typhoon and 
a mountain of government paperwork 
before she could rejoin her parents — 
20 months after they had to leave her 
behind in The Philippines. 
“We never would have left her if 
we’d known it would take this long to 
get her back,” said her father, Jam es 
Griffin, clutching the wide-eyed child 
as idle was handed into his arm s 
Monday night at I>ogan International 
A irport. “ My God, she’s finally 
home.” 
TTie outlook for reuniting the family 
was bleak at times. Just one year ago, 
the Peabody, Mass., couple almost 
gave up hope of ever seeing their child 
again. 
G riffin was stationed 
in 
The 
Philippines with the U.S. Marines 
when he m arried his Filipino wife, 
Erlinda Evangelica. Their daughter 
was bom in July 1974, in the U.S. Naval 
Hospital at Subic Bay. 
Griffin wanted to leave the service 
and settle in Massachusetts with his 
new family, but because of a mix-up in 
paperwork the couple couldn’t get a 
visa 
or 
passport 
for 
their 
new 
daughter. 
Thinking the separation was only 
temporary, they left Elaine in the care 
of her aunt and grandfather. 
“ My wife was heartbroken to go. I 
had to force her to come with me and 
leave the baby behind,” said the 23- 
year-old father. 
Once here, he wrote letters to the 
Im m igration 
and 
N aturalization 
Service, the State Department and the 
Justice Department in unsuccessful 
attem pts to obtain the necessary 
papers to bring his daughter to the 
United States. 
Last Septem ber, disgusted and 
disheartened, the Griffins turned to 
Rep. Michael Harrington, D-Mass., 
and the Red Q-oss.

discouraged. They were sick of all the 
red tape. But I was determined to help 
th e m ,”

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Savage 
fighting was reported today as Syrian 
troops and tanks launched a new of­ 
fensive to dislodge Palestinian guer­ 
rilla s from m ountain strongholds 
overlooking Beirut. 


A flurry of 
Palestinian 
com ­ 
m uniques said their an tiairc ra ft 
b atterie s were in action against 
“ unidentified enemy planes” making 
low passes over a string of seven 
Palestinian-held summer resort towns 
12 to 18 miles east of here. 
The top Christian militia 
com­ 
mander said Christian forces had 
joined the Syrian attack and that the 
entire Christian enclave north of 
Beirut has been put on a state of alert. 


“We have used the Syrian attack to 
launch an offensive of our own,” said 
Bashir Gemayel, commander of the 


typhoon slammed into TTie Philippines 
in June, smashing the aunt's tiny 
home. For weeks, the Griffins didn’t 
know if their child was alive or dead. 
Finally, a letter arrived telling them 
she was safe and well in a crowded 
evacuation center. 
But the problems weren’t over. 
Griffin couldn’t afford $400 for the 
child’s air fare as well as $1,500 for an 
escort. 
The Red Cross managed to secure 
help from Angel Wings, a division of 
Pan American World Airways that 
provides escort service for small chil­ 
dren. The airline agreed to take care of 
Elaine free of charge. 
“It was a labor of love,” said flight 
attendant Scott McMann as he gently 
passed the daughter into her parent’s 
arms. "She couldn’t have been a better 
companion.”

Eczema is a form of dermatitis 
(skin infection) that is very hard to 
cure. The crusting, the oozing, the 
itching, the scaling of the skin, the 
redness, and even occasional tiny 
blisters make this a distressing con­ 
dition. 
It takes a combination of drugs and 
cooperation between the patient and 
the physician to find the cause. 
Allergies of all kinds can be respon­ 
sible. Sensitivity to light, reactions to 
drugs, contact with plants, flowers or 
trees, exposure to chemicals, hair 
dyes, bleaches, antiperspirants, nail 
polishes, fabrics like wool, silk or the 
modem synthetics. 
With so many possibilities it is 
obvious that no quick answer can be 
found. 
However, if you continue to pursue 
this with your doctors, the chances are 
great that the cause of the eczema will 
be uncovered.

Others can readily be done 
in a doctor’s office, both with the same 
degrees of reliability.

Sunshine laws do little to 
reduce the size of government 
bureaucracy, but they do help 
remove the anonymity which 
frequently surrounds it.

new Sunshine Law. Beginning 
next March, some 50 agencies

legitimately sensitive matters 
as national security. But the 
wording of the law 
and 
background which went into it

Given 
the 
nature of 
bureaucracy, some agencies 
may try to circumvent the new 
requirements, or at least give 
a narrow interpretation to 
their meaning. That would be 
a mistake on their part, for one 
of the major accomplishments 
of open meetings is to remove 
the cloud of suspicion that the 
agency 
is 
operating 
in 
something less than the best 
interests of the public. 


Make Housework Work

NEW YORK — For thousands of 
years, it has been the world's oldest 
(respectable) profession — but only in 
the last few days has it become hot 
news. 
What's hot? “ Housework” is hot. 
It is being soberly discussed in fast 
seminars, by men and women who 
would not touch it with a ten-foot mop. 
It is the subject of nationwide polls to 
ascertain who still does housework and 
why, and if women had it to do over 
again would they (a) give up marriage 
to avoid the problem, (b) give up long­ 
haired pets to ease the problem, (c) 
give up their postgraduate studies at 
Yale and invest the tuition money in 
high-yield bonds which would secure 
domestic services for at least six 
months? 
In October's national magazines, 
there are several major articles on 
“ housework,” 
and 
women’s 
movement groups are busy trying to 
clarify their stand, saying housework 
is a rotten job only for those who 
happen to dislike it and, for heaven’s 
sake, the Equal Rights Amendment 
will not rob women of the right to stay 
in the broom closet - all the E.R.A. 
does is guarantee men equal access. 


Two housewives have written a book 
c a l l e d 
“ S u p e r - E c o n o m y 
Housecleaning'' which is selling like 
liquid floor wax, and a New York 
psychiatrist, Dr. Seymour Keitlen, this 
week released the news that there is 
such a thing as 
a 
“ compulsive 
housecleaner.” What does such a 
person do? She realizes that her 
behavior is irrational and yet she is 
driven to dust the furniture in the same 
way. at the same hour, each day; 
feeling inadequate in her role as a 
housewife, she feels she must con­ 
stantly prove herself. (Please do not

Mother Jones is featuring a story on 
Carolyn Reed, a 36-year-old, black, 
employed housekeeper who, on her 
afternoon hours off, is trying to 
organize the domestics labor force into 
an effective union.

NEW YORK (AP) - As both can­ 
didates seemed to say during the great 
presidential debate, the essential issue 
of this presidential campaign is one of 
promises versus performance. 
“ His promises or my performance,” 
said President Ford as he stressed 
what apparently he believes is the 
difference between the two candidates 
that is most readily exploited. 
But the President’s expression aptly 
described also the thrust of Jimmy 
Carter’s argument, in which he viewed 
his performance as Georgia governor 
in terms of efficiency, simplicity, 
responsibility, purposefulness and 
competency. 
After listening to the two cam­ 
paigners and studying the transcript of 
their debate, one realizes this theme is 
always there, in the intonations, in the 
words, behind the words. 
Neither candidate perceives his 
opponent’s stewardship as anything to 
brag about. 
Carter’s reorganization of the 
Georgia government, said Ford, led 
not to cost-cutting but to a rise in ex­ 
penditures of more than 50 per cent, 
and to a 25 per cent increase in the 
number of government workers. 
Said Carter: The President’s budget- 
cutting left the nation last year with a 
$65 billion deficit, the largest in the 
country’s history, more than the 
deficit in the entire eight years of 
Presidents Johnson and Kennedy. 
Both men did their homework for the 
debate, and they came equipped with 
lectures on their opponent’s record and 
qualifications that, one might suppose, 


would have been delivered at some 
time, no matter what the question 
asked. 
TTiey were thoroughly rehearsed on 
the issues too, but the reference point 
of the first debate seemed always to be 
the individual and the image he tried to 
create for himself. The quest, 
therefore, was to destroy images. 
While much of the material of the 
debates might have been in the nature 
of personal opinion, the over-all effect 
did help define two basically different 
approaches to government. 
In various ways the President 
revealed his view that the economic 
role of government is to create fiscal 
conditions in which private enterprise, 
“ where five out of six jobs are,” can 
grow. 
It is appropriate, said Ford, “to 
point out that through our tax policies 
we have stimulated added em­ 
ployment throughout the country, the 
investment tax credit, tax incentives 
for expansion and modernization of 
our industrial capacity.” 
Carter revealed a more direct ap­ 
proach, and in fact he suggested that 
Ford’s style was really an absence of 
leadership. He spoke of obtaining com­ 
mitments from business, the chan­ 
neling of money into the private sector, 
the guaranteeing of mortgage loans to 
make jobs in construction. 
While Ford made clear that inflation 
was the major enemy, the disruptive 
factor that cost people jobs, Carter 
maintained “ We’ll never have an end 
to the inflation...until we get our people 
back to work.” 


down the back staircases into the 
laundry rooms. There she enlists 
underpaid “ maids," usually black, in 
her union, the Household Technicians 
of America (HTA). 
Says Reed: “ I’ve been a servant. 
Well and good. I’ve made the gestures 
a servant must make. I’ve smiled at 
Madame. I've bent down to make the 
bed, bent down to scrub the tiles, bent 
down to peel vegetables, to listen at 
doors, to glue my eye to keyholes. But 
now I stand upright and firm.” 


But she’s up against awesome op­ 
position, much of it from the 
houseworkers she’s trying to recruit: 
they think housework is demeaning, 
and don’t want to admit that’s what 
they do. 
Isn’t it wild? Carolyn Reed wants to 
professionalize the job, and get 
houseworkers all the benefits and 
better pay that women receive on 
other jobs - and they don’t want to 
admit they do it! Reed tries to tell 
them that garbage men didn’t like 
their image either, but when they 
unionized under the name “ sanitation 
workers” - AND won high wages and 
benefits - they began to respect 
themselves. 


Added to her problem of organizing a 
disorganized group that may not be 
ready for a massive labor movement, 
there is the problem of who is going to 
pay higher wages, and offer benefits, 
for housework? Reed believes that 
more middle and working class 
women are going to work, 
and 
“household technicians” will be a 
necessity. 
But will middle-class and working- 
class women really want to take 9-to-5 
jobs outside the home, if they have to 
hand over the bulk of their salaries to 
keep their houses clean? 


This is the question that approaches 
the nitty-gritty, and perhaps will 
ultimately put the housewives’ role 
into perspective. Because of the 
women’s movement, and its con­ 
sciousness-raising, millions of females 
now look upon “ outside work” as more 
appealing, or at least a lesser evil, 
than “ inside work” in the home. 


However, some day the woman of 
the house may find that if she goes out 
of the house to a job, she makes little, if 
any, more money than the woman she 
must hire to come into her house and 
clean it. Then, perhaps office work will 
lose some of its glamor. When that day 
comes, the world’s oldest (respec­ 
table) profession may return to its old 
self-respectful role. With one ex­ 
ception: 
Women who stay home to take care 
of the house and the family chores will 
most certainly demand some kind of 
financial recompense for their work - 
at least a portion what unionized 
household technicians are changing. 
Call it blackmail, or call it common 
sense. Whatever you call it, on that 
great come-and-get it day, there’ll be 
the devil (or the husband) to pay.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Gloria, the fourth hurricane of the 
year, is picking up a little speed but its 
75-mile-per-hour strength remains 
unchanged, the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami said today.

Valley. Freeze warnings were in effect 
for western Nebraska, northeastern 
Colorado, eastern South Dakota and 
upper Michigan. 
Frost warnings have been issued for

Host instructors for tonight’s

psychologist Ernest L. V. Shelley and 
volunteer W. Peter Kramer of 
Michigan. 
Dr. Shelley is currently a Professor 
of Psychology at Olivet College, 
Michigan and the Giief Psychologist 
for the Ingham County Probate Court 
in Lansing. He also serves in a con­ 
sultant role to the National Infor­ 
mation Center on Volunteerism and to 
VIP-NCCD. He, for many years, 


served as the Director of Treatment 
for the Michigan Department of 
Corrections and in this capacity 
became one of the pioneers in the use 
of the volunteer in corrections.

In addition, those con­ 
sumers may be charged no more than 50 per cent additional per cubic foot for the next 
20,000 cubic feet of gas used per month during the winter months. 


2. That residential consumers of electricity be charged for the first 400 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month no more per kilowatt hour than the average rate charged by their 
utility to all users. Consumers with all electric homes that were substantially completed 
by the effective date of this amendment shall be charged no more than this rate for the 
first 2,000 kilowatt hours of electricity used per month during the winter months. 


3. That part of those rates which are described above are called lifeline rates and shall not 
be increased by adding any fuel or purchased gas adjustments or other expense except 
when rates are set or reset. 


4. That any revenues lost to a public utility from the implementation of the lifeline rates be 
made up equitably from all other rates. 


5. That any rate changes necessary to comply with this amendment be implemented within 
60 days of the effective date of the amendment.

The proposed amendment would provide: 


1. For a non-profit membership corporation known as the Residential Utility Consumer 


Action Group (RUCAG) with certain powers and duties, including representation of the 
interests of residential utility consumers in various utility proceedings. 


2. For certain controls on public utilities, their officers and employees, and on RUCAG. 


3. For voluntary membership in RUCAG, contingent upon payment of an annual mem­ 
bership fee of at least $6; for collection of membership fees; and for RUCAG to intervene 
in utility regulatory proceedings and in judicial review of such proceedings; to force the 
initiation or completion of utility regulatory proceedings; to conduct investigations; and 
to require the production of information. 


4. That RUCAG must reimburse a utility for reasonable accounting and check-off expenses 


for collecting membership fees, although reimbursement of expenses may be deferred 
until one year after the first election and installation of trustees. 


5. For RUCAG to be run by a board of trustees and for the qualification, election, campaign 


procedures, duties, and terms of office of such board. It also provides for an initial board 
of trustees to represent consumers and for the operation of such board until the first 
election. 


6. For filling vacancies on RUCAG’s board of trustees; for all meetings, reports, financial 


data, and studies of RUCAG to be open to the public; and for removal of any member of 
the board by petition of the members of RUCAG who voted from his district in the last 
election. 


7. That board members will be bonded and are entitled to reimbursement for necessary 


expenses in the performance of their duties. Complaints which are non-frivolous shall be 
forwarded to the appropriate regulatory agency which must keep RUCAG informed of 
actions taken. RUCAG’s membership list must be available to members for use con­ 
sistent with the objectives of RUCAG described in this amendment. 


8. Penalties for violation of any provision of the amendment.

The proposed amendment would provide: 


1. That prior to construction or expansion of a nuclear power plant or related facility 
legislative approval must first be obtained. Approval is governed by certain guidelines 
and procedures and hearings must be held. In addition the applicant must acquire suf­ 
ficient insurance or indemnification to compensate persons who have been injured or 
damaged. 


2. Exceptions from compliance for certain nuclear plants, facilities, and activities. 


3. For publication and public review of the adequacy and accuracy of emergency medical 
aid and evacuation plans for all communities affected by nuclear power plants and 
related facilities in the state. 


4. Procedures for an injured party to recover damages in addition to any other remedy, 
including Workmen’s Compensation, which are caused by the existence or operation of 
any nuclear power plant or related facility. Defendants in any such suit are to be held 
strictly liable without proof of negligence. Acts which cause such damages shall be 
deemed ultrahazardous activities. 


5. For judicial review and decision for non-compliance with provisions of the proposed 
amendment upon petition by the Attorney General or any citizen.

The proposed amendment would provide: 


1. That an amendment to the Ohio Constitution may be initiated by a petition signed by at 
least 250,000 electors. 


2. That a law may be Initiated by submitting a petition signed by at least 150,000 electors. If 
the General Assembly does not pass the law as submitted within six months or enacts an 
amended version of the law, the committee of the petitioners sponsoring the petition may 
request that the law as proposed or with legislative amendments be put to a vote of 
the people. 


3. That except for emergency laws, tax levies, and appropriations for current expenses, 
any law, section of law, or any Item of law appropriating money may be referred to the 
voters if demanded by a petition signed by at least 100,000 electors and filed within 90 
days after such law has passed. Such law or item will go into effect only if approved by a 
majority of the electors voting on it. 


4. Procedures for the filing of the text of a proposed law or amendment or law to be 
referred, for preparation of a summary by the Ohio Ballot Board, for the preparation of 
the petition containing the summary, for requirements for circulating and signing the 
petition, for the Ballot Board to prescribe ballot language and explanations, for 
preparation and publication of arguments supporting and opposing the law or amend­ 
ment, and for placement of the question on the ballot at a general or special election. 


5. That no law proposed by initiative shall have more than one subject and no law approved 
by the voters may be vetoed by the Governor. 


6. That municipalities and counties shall have the right to initiative and referendum as may 
be provided by law. 


7. That no law may be initiated by petition which could not be passed by the General 
Assembly. Other specific limitations on the powers of initiative and referendum which 
relate to taxation of property are repealed.

Nursing Program 


Registered nurses with bachelors’ 
degrees are being sought by the 
medical field nationwide, and to meet 
the rising need, Wittenberg University 
has begun a cooperative program in 
nursing with Case Western Reserve 
University. 
The 3-2 program allows students 
enrolled to spend three years at Wit­ 
tenberg majoring in biology. If, after 
three years, these students decide they 
wish to pursue the nursing field, they 
may apply to the Frances Payne 
Bolton School of Nursing at Case 
Western Reserve during their junior 
year. 
If accepted, pre-nursing students 
then enter a two-year nursing program 
at Case Western where they will 
receive all the requirements for a 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing (BSN) 
and the clinical training for an RN.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — For most 
baseball players not on teams going 
onto the playoffs, the end of the season 
will be welcomed. 
But that isn’t the case with San 
Diego Padre right-hander Tom Griffin. 
“I’m going to hate to see the season 
end,” said Griffin Monday night, 
“because my arm is Just getting into 
good shape.” 
Griffin proved his point earlier by 
going the distance for a 5-3 victory 
over the Cincinnati Reds, only the 19th 
time this season a starter has made it 
the finish against the powerful Reds. 
Tile hard-throwing Griffin struck out 
four and walked six while scattering 
seven hits enroute to his third com­ 
plete game. He improved his record to 
ft-6. 
“TTiey got Griffin on waivers—I 
can’t believe it,” said Reds manager 
Sparky Anderson by way of praise 
afterward. 
It’s true. The Padres picked Griffin 
up on waivers from the Houston Astros 
in July and the 23-year-old hurler has 
shown steady progress since. 


“I’ve been getting the chance to 
pitch regularly with the Padres and I 
couldn’t be happier being with this 
club,” he said. “When this season 
ends, I’m going to have a tough time 
waiting until spring training.” 
Despite spells of wildness along the 
way, Griffin finally triumphed when 
the Padres rallied for three runs in the 


eighth inning to erase a 3-2 deficit. 
The rally came off reliever Santo 
Alcala, who took over for starter Don 
Gullett and promptly got in trouble 
when Johnny Grubb led off with a 
single and Bobby Valentine drew a 
walk. 
Padre first baseman Mike Ivie then 
tied the game at 3-3 with a single to left 
and Doug Rader decided it with a two- 
run bloop double that actually dropped 
on the right field chalk line. 
“I wanted to pitch a no-hitter for 
him,” said Don Sutton. “I’ve played 
for the guy ll years and he has been 
honert with me every minute of it.” 
Sutton, like most of his teammates 
on the Los Angeles Dodgers, was 
deeply moved by the announcement 
Monday that Walter Alston was 
retiring after 23 years as manager of 
the team. For him, beating the 
Houston Astros Monday night was 
especially important. 
Elsewhere in the National League 
Monday night, the New York Mets 
pounded the Montreal Expos 10-3, the 
Philadelphia Phillies roiled the St. 
Louis Cardinals 9-1 and the San Diego 
Padres beat the Cincinnati Reds 5-3. 
Sutton, 21-9, struck out three and 
walked two in posting his fourth 
shutout of the season and the 44th of his 
career, most among active National 
Leaguers. He allowed just one runner 
past second base. It was his ninth 
consecutive victory and 14th in his last 
15 decisions, and it was an emotional 


one. 
Bill Russell singled home Steve 
Garvey in the seventh inning to break 
a scoreless duel between Sutton and 
Houston’s Dan Larson, 5-3. The 
Dodgers added a second run in the 
eighth inning when Dave Lopes 
walked, stole second — his second 
stolen base of the game and 61st of the 
season — and came home on Bill 
Buckner's single.

John Milner drove in six runs for the 
Mets with a pair of homers, a two-run 
shot in the third inning and his third 
grand slam of the season in the sixth. 
Milner now has 15 homers and 71 runs 
batted in this season, the latter a 
career high.
